No. F. 11-3/2004-Missions.— The need to preserve and safeguard Intangible Cultural Heritage is being 
increasingly recognized and discussed the world over. The growing awareness and interest in Intangible Heritage is 
evidenced by UNESCO’s initiative to adopt a convention on the need to safeguard Intangible Cultural Heritage. 

2. The need for a national initiative to document, study and safeguard the rich Intangible Cultural Heritage ofthe 
couuu/ nos uwtn iv.ii fin a long time. Many institutions and individual? bave already done considerable work in this field. 
In the first instance, this documentation has to be consolidated into a national database. 

3. It has been decided to make Indira Gandhi National Centre for the Arts (IGNCA) the nodal agency to undertake 
this task as a Project on pilot basis. IGNC A may chalk out a detailed work plan based on which the Ministry of Culture will 
extend financial support for the Project.
